B ir Peter owed the compliment to his 
activity at tliat time in sending social­ 
ists to prison on charges of “ obstruc­ 
tion,” which wa«alway*s proved by get­ 
ting a policim an to swear that if any 
passerby «t vehiclo had wished to pass 
over tho particular spot iu a thorough­ 
fare (ill w liicii tho speaker or his audi- 
cuce hapjH ue«i to be stauding their pres­ 
ence would have obstructed him 
This rontention, which was regarde« 
as (juito s*'n*iible and uuauswerable b* 
the newspap* rs of the day, was put into 
a nutshell in the <r*ourse of Sir Peter’s 
Rumming up iu the play. “ Iu fact, gen­ 
til 111« n, it is a matter of grave doubt 
whetli* r we uro not all of u.scontinually 
coimmtting tliisoffeuse from our cradles 
to our g ravis.” This speis’h, which the 
real S ir I’* ter of course never made, 
though ho cr rtainly would have done sc

Wa* 
it a m iracle play on th e litr s of those 
sc**ne* in the Tow neley m ysteries be­ 
tw een tho "shepherds abiding in the 
field,” w hich ho used to quote w ith 
g reat relish us b is idea of a good bit of 
comedy? Not at all. It w as a topical ex­ 
travaganza, en titled "N a p k in s A w ak­ 
e n e d ,’’ th e chief "c h ara cte r p a rts" be­ 
ing Hir P eter E dlin, Tennyson and an 
im aginary archbishop of C anterbury. 
S ir P eter owed the com plim ent to his 
activ ity at th u t tim e in sending social­ 
ists to pri-on on charges of "o b stru c­ 
tio n ," W hich WOO alw ays proved by get­ 
tin g a policem an to sw ear th a t if any 
passerby or vehicle had w ished to pass 
over tho p articu la r spot in a thorough­ 
fare on w hich tho speaker or his audi­ 
ence hupp* ued to be standing their pres­ 
ence w ould ha vs obstructed him. 
T his contention, w inch w as regarde# 
as quito i» usible and unansw erable b* 
tho new spapers of the day, w as put info 
a nutvhell in the course of Sir P eter’s 
sum m ing up in the play. " In fact, gen­ 
til m m , it is a m u tter of grave doubt 
w hether w e ara not ull of uscoutinuully 
com m ittin g th is < ffeuse from our cradles 
to our gravi s. " T his spe*s*h, whi**L the 
real S ir P eter of coarse never made, 
though ho c* rtain ly w ould have done sc 
had he bail w it enough to see the ab­ 
su rd ity of solem nly Bending a m an to 
p ro on fo r tw o m ouths because another 
HUH) could not w alk through him , es­ 
pecially w hen it w ould have been so 
easy to lock bim tip for th ree m onths on 
som e respectable pretext, w ill probably 
keep .Sir P e ter’s m em ory green w hen all 
h is actual ju d icial utterances are forgot­ 
ten.

Ile ii.lido no attem p t to make 
up the p a rt in tho ordinary stage fa c t­ 
ion. Ho alw ays contended th a t no more 
wus nee* s-.try fur stage illusion than 
Homo ind istin ct conventional symbol, 
such as a halo for a sain t, a crook for a 
bishop, or, if yon liked, a cloak and 
dagger for tile villain uud a red w ig for 
the com edian. 
A p a ir of clerical bands 
un*! black stockings proclaim ed tho A rch­ 
bishop. 
The rest he d id by obliterating 
his hum or and intelligence and present­ 
ing his ow n person to the audience lik« 
a lantern w ith the lig h t blow n out, w ith 
u dull absorption in his ow n dignity 
w hich Several m inutes of tho w ildest 
scream ing laughter a t him w hen he en­ 
tered could not disturb. 
I laughed im ­ 
m oderately m yself, and I can still see 
q u ite clearly tho long top floor of tha* 
w arehouse in tho F arn n g d o n road us I 
saw it in glim pses ta-tween my parox­ 
ysm s, w ith M orris gravely on the stage 
in bis bauds a t one en d ; Mrs. Stillm an, 
a tall and beautiful figure, rising like a 
delicate Spiro above a sky line of city 
chinin* y pots, a t th e other, and a m ot­ 
ley sea of rolling, w allow ing, guffaw ing 
socialists bi tw ees. 
T here has been 110 o th er such success­ 
ful first n ig h t w ith in living m emory, I 
believe, but I rem em ber only ono dra­ 
m a! io critic) w ho took care to tx* present 
— W illiam A rcher. M orris w as so in te r­ 
ested by his experim ent in th is sort of 
com position th a t ho for sorno tim e ta lk ­ 
ed of try in g his hand a t a serious dram a 
aud w ould no doubt have done it bad 
there been any practical occasion for it 
or any m eans of consum m ating it by 
stage representation under proper condi­ 
tions w ith o u t spi-uding m ore tim e on 
the job than it w as w orth. L ater, at ons 
of th o au n iialfestiv itie so f the Ham m el- 
sm ith Socialist society, he played tho 
old g en tlem an in the bath chair in a 
short piece called "T h e Duchess of Bays 
w a te r" (n o t by him self), w hich once 
served its tu rn a t the H aym arket as a 
cu rtain rai-er. 
It w as im p assible tor 
such a born feller and devourer of sto 
ries as ho wus to be indifferent to an art 
w hich is nothing m ore th an the m ost 
vivid and ran! of all w ays of story tell­ 
ing.

the feathers .ire so loosened that they 
eau be alm ost rubbed off. 
The bird is 
then rills* *1 in cold w ater and wiped

a w’ft cloth. It should then be put 
into a cotton bag kept for th is purpose 
and hung in a cool place. 
W hen fowls 
m e not to be used at once, they should 
alw ays be loosely rolled iu cloth or p a­ 
per to keep them from tu rn in g dark. 
Ducks cannot be m anaged in this way, 
a* their feathers contain so much oil 
that the w ater does not penetrate them.

T W E E D ’S FOUNTAIN HEAD. 


A I 'ir t lira* o f t h o VltHiiitAlii S o u r c e o f 
I a it ti', (.rrnt Itlver. 
Away up among tlx Ii ills of the south­ 
ern highland* Tweed first catches the 
light of day. U is an ideal spot. Nature 
greets you in her sweetest simplicity. 
You are in a paradise land of peace. 
The smoky city is miles distant. 
No 
village loom* in sight. But one solitary 
habitation breaks the monotony, if, in­ 
deed, it can be called monotony. 
Pas­ 
toral solitudes stretch out on every hand. 
The bills, beautifully rounded, clad in 
all hues, heathered, benty, gorsy, grassy, 
descend with gentle slope to the green 
meadow where Tweed’s well rises in its 
cooling pool. Here at the fonntain head 
it is only some three yards round, no 
more than a bubbling spring—-a “ well” 
caller, clear, inspiring—where you may 
stoop down and drink and experience in 
its delightsome refreshment a thrill of 
poetic rapture from a scene so gloriously 
Arcadian. 
One is tempted to muse at 
the shrine by the place of the old pil­ 
grim cross aud to read into Tweed’s 
source a parable of human life, with its 
first pure flow' unmoved by storm and 
tempest, aud as yet untainted by the 
gathering years. 
Round about Tweed’s well there still 
cling to several places certain names 
that recall the historic associations of 
long dead days. With the passing cen­ 
turies the whole aspect of the district 
bas changed. Now it is a bare and tree­ 
less waste. The wind sweeps unhindered 
from farthest glen and hilltop. And yet 
here the ancient forest of Caledon flour­ 
ished, with its thousand birches and 
hazels. 
Here wandered of old time Merlin, 
the wild, weird, mad romaucist of the 
Tweeddale hills; Taliessiu, ‘‘Bard of 
the White Brow;” St, Keo ti gem, large 
souled apostle of Strathclyde, with a 
missionary zeal moving him to plant 
churches in the most outlying parts of 
Iii® province; Gwenddolen, prince of the 
Cyuiri, resolutely defending his ances­ 
tral Druidism; Kydderoh Bael of Ro­ 
man birth, hero of the new Christian 
faith, aud Arthur, shadowy aud mystic, 
with his knights of brave renown, ready 
to face every danger and to follow their 
liege lord into all his bloody battles. 
(if all these many traditions still sur­ 
vive in the pastoral solitudes of tho ap­ 
pt r Tweed. The wood of Caledon gave 
place to a still more famous forest of 1 
Ettrick, which embraced all the land 
between toe Ettrick and Tweed valleys. 
And that, too, disappeared. 
The heather and ’’bent sae brown” 
wave on the lonely hills. The hunts­ 
man’s horn has sounded its requiem, 
i he bleating of sheep, the barking of 
the shepherds’ dogs, the whirling of the 
w haup. the shrill piping of thepeesweep 
aud the inusio of the many mountain 
burns as they swish downward to the I 
greater stream are the chief sounds that 
now greet the ear. —Rev. VV. 8. Crockett.
